ANNUAL  MEETING,  OCTOBER  27,  1910 


The  annual  meeting  of  1 he  Connecticut  Prison  Association 
for  the  year  1910  was  held  in  Room  33,  State  Capitol,  Hartford, 
at  2 o clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Thursday,  October  27,  1910. 

Rev.  H.  M.  Thompson,  D.D.j  President,  in  the  chair. 

The  regular  order  of  business  was  followed,  officers  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year,  reports  read,  and  accepted,  as  given  in  this 
pamphlet. 

The  following  resolutions  were  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  approve  and  urge  the  Com- 
mittee on  Crime  and  Laws  to  draft  a bill  to  turn  over  from  the 
counties  to  the  State  the  control  and  supervision  of  jails. 

Resolved,  That  our  Committee  on  Crime  and  Laws  be  in- 
structed to  co-operate  with  such  other  organizations  as  are  inter- 
ested in  the  matter  in  the  drawing  and  urging  of  a bill  for  the 
establishment  of  a State  Farm  for  Drunkards. 


The  Probation  Service  of  the  State  being  under  the  general 
supervision  of  this  Association  (in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  statutes),  the  reports  concerning  the  operation  of  the 
probation  system  during  the  past  year  are  included  in  this  report.

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PROGRESS  IN  CONNECTICUT 


p - Ha™S  resigned  my  office  as  President  of  the  Connecticut 
nson  Association,  I have  been  requested  to  make  a brief  state- 
ment that  will  indicate  what  progress  has  been  made  in  matters 
of  penology  in  the  State  during  the  time  that  I have  been  con- 
necte  with  the  Society.  This  period  covers  seventeen  years  For 
eleven  years  I was  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Visitation  and 
Discharges.  For  six  years  I have  served  as  President.  Previous 
to  accepting  an  office  I served  some  years  in  the  ranks. 

The  past  nine  years  have  been  years  of  progress.  Five  im- 
portant steps  have  been  taken,  which  bear  directlv  upon  the  treat- 
ment of  the  criminal.  Not  one  of  these  originated  in  Connecticut 
We  are  not  roadmakers.  We  slowly  adopt  courses  which  have 
been  to  some  extent  tried  and  proved  efficient  by  others. 

n 1901  was  passed  the  Indeterminate  Sentence  Law.  Our 
a e secretary  was  an  indefatigable  worker  for  its  passage.  The 

! ea  0t  th^  law  is  that  those  who  have  a criminal  under  surveil- 
ance  can  best  judge  as  to  when  a man  has  been  sufficiently  pun- 
ished, or  has  come  to  a better  course  of  life.  The  law  gives  the 
authorities  time  to  use  reformatory  measures  on  the  prisoner. 
Coupled  with  the  parole  law,  the  operation  of  the  Indeterminate 
Sentence  Law  promises  much.  It  marks  a great  innovation. 

aturally  it  must  work  its  way  slowly  and  must  demonstrate  its 
true  worth  to  the  community  by  years  of  experimentation. 

n 1901  was  also  passed  a law  calculated  to  protect  the  public 
from  the  incorrigible,  and  deter  such  from  continuance  in 
-rime  refer  to  the  law  which  requires  that  the  Judge,  in  the 
,aSe  °f  a third-term  offender,  shall  make  the  maximum  term  of 
mprisonment  thirty  years.  It  is  a severe  law.  But  no  one  need 
-offer  from  it.  An  incurable  criminal  should  not  be  allowed  to 
m peril  the  interests  of  the  public.  If  this  law  were  enacted  and 
^ced  throughout  the  land,  the  majority  of  professional  crimi- 


nals  and  degenerates  would  soon  be  under  constant  surveillance. 

The  Probation  Law,  passed  in  1903,  has  rapidly  come  into 
favor.  Its  operation  has  told  its  own  story  wherever  it  has  had 
any  chance  at  all.  Many  have  been  checked  in  an  evil  course  by 
the  firm,  yet  merciful,  leniency  of  the  law.  Not  a few  homes  have 
been  saved  from  wreck  and  much  want  and  sorrow  have  been  pre- 
vented. It  has  proved  especially  advantageous  in  the  management 
of  delinquent  children. 

In  1909  a law  was  passed,  having  for  its  end  the  prevention 
of  the  line  of  criminals,  which  the  laws  of  heredity  might  seem  to 
guarantee.  The  method  employed  is  sterilization.  There  is  much 
to  be  said  for  and  against  this  measure.  There  is  much  skepticism 
regarding  it.  Time  will  demonstrate  the  wisdom  or  wickedness 

of  such  a law. 

In  1909  decisive  steps  were  taken  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Reformatory.  This  move  is  of  State-wide  interest.  We  cannot 
see  how  we  have  delayed  so  long.  It  is  in  the  interest  of  young 
men.  We  hope  much  from  this  institution.  Since  success  de- 
pends largely  upon  the  spirit  and  ability  of  those  in  charge,  God 
give  us  men. 

I have  mentioned  the  chief  measures  enacted  for  the  im- 
provement of  penological  conditions.  Permit  me  to  say  there  are 
many  signs  of  promise  that  have  not  yet  found  expression  in 
legislation.  Some  of  them  may  take  shape  while,  doubtless,  others 
will  not.  The  people  are  becoming  enlightened  on  these  subjects 
of  social  interest  that  formerly  awakened  no  thought.  They  are 
beginning  to  ask  questions  as  to  the  causes  of  crime;  what  are 
the  first  steps  toward  a criminal  life;  has  the  environment  of 
individuals  any  relation  to  it ; has  moral  degeneracy  any  relation 
to  low  or  defective  physical  conditions?  Such  questions  are  lead-; 
ing  many  out  into  experiments  on  a larger  or  smaller  scale  to 
prevent  such  deplorable  losses  to  the  State’s  most  valuable  asset— 
its  people.  Deep  interest  is  taken  in  the  physical,  mental  and 
moral  development  of  children.  And  a few  are  coming  to  study 
the  cold,  hard  facts,  in  the  limelight  of  political  economy,  as  to  the 
fruits,  in  insanity  and  crime,  of  the  traffic  in  intoxicants.  Some 
day  the  good  sense  of  the  people  will  assert  itself,  and  the  refuge 
of  lies  will  be  swept  away,  and  the  real  situation  will  be  faced. 

To  touch  another  matter,  related  to  the  whole  question  o 
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crime,  our  present  jail  system  is  being  weighed  in  the  balances 
and  round  wanting.  Many  believe  that  State  management  of 

ja.ls  would  be  more  economical,  and  conducive  to  better  results 
than  are  now  obtained. 

. A SIate  Farm  for  the  inebriate,  with  nourishing  food,  fresh 
air,  sunshine  and  moral  influences,  and  hard  work  for  a good

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THE  CONNECTICUT  PRISON  ASSOCIATION 


This  Association  was  first  organized  as  “The  Prisoners’ 
Friends  Corporation,”  Tuesday,  March  9,  1875,  at  a general  meet- 
ing held  in  the  Lecture  Room  of  the  Center  Church,  Hartford. 

Its  first  President  was  Judge  Heman  H.  Barbour  of  Hart- 
ford, and  at  his  death  Rev.  Dr.  Joseph  Cummings,  President  of 
Wesleyan  College,  was  chosen  President. 

December  8,  1876,  a reorganization  was  affected  under  the 
name  of  “The  Connecticut  Prison  Association.” 

Hon.  Francis  Wayland,  Dean  of  the  Yale  Law  College,  was 
then  elected  President,  and  continued  in  that  office  until  the  time 
of  his  death,  January  9,  1904,  more  than  twenty-seven  years. 

Rev.  H.  M.  Thompson,  D.D.,  of  Hartford,  served  the  As- 
sociation as  President  from  November  9,  1904,  until  October  27, 
1910. 

Mr.  John  C.  Taylor  was  Secretary  of  the  Association  from 
March  9,  1875,  until  his  death,  October  4,  1909,  more  than  thirty- 
four  years. 

The  objects  of  the  Connecticut  Prison  Association  as  ex- 
pressed in  the  Constitution  are : 

1.  To  benefit  society  by  the  reformation  of  criminals. 

2.  To  assist  prisoners  in  the  work  of  self-reform. 

3.  To  promote  reformatory  systems  of  prison  management. 

4.  To  aid  discharged  convicts  in  living  honorably. 

5.  To  co-operate  in  the  prevention  and  repression  of  crime. 

Since  its  organization  the  Association  has  extended  a friendl\ 
hand  to  hundreds  of  discharged  convicts,  has  had  a part  in  advo- 
cating progressive  laws  and  in  forming  an  intelligent  public 

opinion  on  the  problems  of  criminology. 

The  Committee  on  Visitation  and  Discharges  visit  the  Prison 
once  each  month  and  interview  each  prisoner  who  is  to  be  dis- 
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charged  the  following  month.  The  prisoner  is  invited  to  sit  down 
and  talk  over  with  the  members  of  the  committee  his  plans  and 
wishes  with  regard  to  employment,  etc.,  after  his  release.  We 
explain  to  him  that  it  is  our  wish  to  befriend  him  in  any  way 
within  our  power  which  shall  seem  most  likely  to  re-establish  him 
as  a self-supporting,  respectable  citizen,  and  if  he  needs  our  assist- 
ance we  will  be  glad  to  extend  it  to  him.  If  We  find 
that  he  has  any  definite  plan  that  is  feasible,  we  co- 
operate  with  him  in  carrying  it  out.  The  Agent  of 
the  Association  meets  the  prisoner  at  the  prison  on  the  morn- 
ing of  his  discharge,  and  accompanies  him  to  Hartford,  where 
na  arrangements  are  made  for  carrying  out  whatever  plan  the 
committee  decide  upon  as  most  likely  to  benefit  the  newly  dis- 
charged prisoner.  Necessary  clothing  is  provided;  if  he  needs 
tools  to  enable  him  to  work  at  his  trade,  we  furnish  them  • trans- 
portation is  furnished,  to  his  home  if  he  has  one,  if  not,  io  such 
pace  as  seems  most  promising  for  employment,  and  the  means 
are  provided  him  to  pay  the  first  week’s  board.  He  is  given  a 
stamped  envelope’ addressed  to  the  Agent  and  invited  to  write 
to  us  as  friends.  We  strive  to  impress  it  upon  him  that  we  desire 
to  be  friends  who  are  interested  not  only  in  his  present  welfare 
and  his  getting  the  right  start,  but  also  in  his  efforts  to  build  up 
a good  reputation.  If  he  will  make  a good  record  for  industry 
sobriety,  honesty,  and  saving,  we  will  aid  him  in  securing  a le<ris- 
lative  enactment,  restoring  to  him  the  civil  rights  which  he  for- 
cited  by  hls  conviction.  In  many  instances  this  promise  is  a 
strong  incentive  to  the  man,  and  in  the  past,  restorations  of  for- 
eited  rights  for  many  reformed  men  who  have  proved  themselves 
entitled  to  such  restoration  have  been  secured. 

It  is  our  claim  that  no  prisoner  who  is  discharged  from  the 
Connecticut  State  Prison  can  truthfully  say  that  necessity  has 
compelled  him  to  return  to  crime.  It  is  our  promise  and  practice 
• -°  aid  each  Pnsoner  uPon  his  release  from  prison,  until  he  can 
. lecome  self-supporting,  if  his  conduct  continues  to  be  correct,  and 
c hen  t0  have  him  understand  that  we  are  his  constant  friends  who 
nay  be  called  upon  at  any  time  of  need,  for  advice  or  aid  if  neces- 
: ary  Of  course,  in  the  fiature  of  things,  many  go  down,  and  fail 
I ref°rm  their  lives’  but  on  the  contrary,  many  do  reform,  and 
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there  are  evidences  that  our  efforts  are  not  unavailing,  and  that 
much  good  results. 

Below  are  a few  instances  and  letters  which  illustrate  the 
work : 

F.  J._ A young  man,  upon  his  discharge,  wished  to  go  to 
another  State  to  a place  where  he  had  been  employed  before.  He 
reappeared  in  the  office  of  the  Association  a few  weeks  later  and 
told  the  following  story  : Upon  starting  out  he  had  been  arrested  at 
a junction  point  not  far  from  Hartford  on  suspicion  of  being  con- 
nected with  a crime  there.  He  proved  an  alibi  by  telegraphing 
to  his  home  town  where  he  had  stopped  over  night.  He  found 
work  as  he  expected  at  the  place  to  which  we  sent  him,  but  there 
was  also  another  man  there  who  had  known  him  in  the  prison  and 
who  gave  him  away.  As  a result  they  both  lost  their  jobs  and  he 
came  back  to  us.  He  was  sent  home  and,  through  a friend  there, 
work  was  found  for  him.  Since  then  he  has  been  doing  well  and 
recently  was  married. 

j_  b. Was  helped  to  a considerable  extent  because  of  the 

belief  that  his  only  hope  lay  in  the  influence  of  his  wife,  and  the 
effort  was  made  to  keep  them  together.  In  his  last  appeal  for  aid 
he  claimed  that  he  had  been  hurt,  that  he  had  been  working  until 
this,  that  he  needed  something  to  keep  the  house  warm.  The  Agent 
being  near  the  home  town  of  this  man,  went  to  see  him.  It  was 
found  that  the  man  had  been  working,  that  he  had  been  hurt,  but 
had  been  to  work  for  a week  or  two  since  then.  The  wife  said 
that  J.  B.  was  working.  The  Agent  went  hunting  and  found  the 
man  leaning  against  a bar  in  a saloon.  He  had  not  been  to  work 
that  week  and  this  was  Thursday.  Arrangements  were  made  for 
him  to  return  to  work  the  next  morning  and  J.  B.  was  made  to 
promise  to  be  there.  He  now  writes  to  the  Agent  each  Saturday 
night  as  to  how  many  days  he  has  worked  that  week,  and  this 
letter  is  endorsed  by  his  employer.

CONSTITUTION  AND  ARTICLES  OF 
ASSOCIATION 


I.  The  name  of  this  Organization  shall  be  “The  Connecticut  Prison 

Association.”  , 

II.  The  objects  of  this  Association  shall  be: 

1.  To  benefit  society  by  the  reformation  of  criminals. 

2.  To  assist  prisoners  in  the  work  of  self-reform. 

3.  To  promote  reformatory  systems  of  prison  management. 

4.  To  aid  discharged  convicts  in  living  honorably. 

5.  To  co-operate  in  the  prevention  and  repression  of  crime. 

III.  Any  person  may  become  a member  of  this  Association  by  con- 

tributing annually  to  its  funds  not  less  than  $ 1.00. 

The  officers  and  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  bei 
members  of  the  Society  by  virtue  of  their  service  to  the  As- 
sociation. 

Honorary  and  corresponding  members  may  be  elected  by  the 
Executive  Committee. 

IV.  The  Officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  a President,  eight  Vice- 

Presidents  (one  from  each  County  in  the  State),  a Secretary 
a Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice 
Presidents  and  Treasurer,  and  of  such  other  persons,  not  ex 
ceeding  eight  in  number,  as  shall  be  elected  at  the  annua 
meeting. 

V.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  general  direction  of  th 

affairs  of  the  Association,  and  the  control  of  its  funds.  It  ma 
make  by-laws  for  its  own  governance,  and  also  such  regu 
lations  for  the  management  of  the  business  and  affairs  of  th 
Association  as  are  not  inconsistent  with  this  constitution.  1 
shall  meet  at  least  quarterly,  shall  elect  a Chairman  froi 
among  its  members,  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceedings,  an 
shall  report  annually  to  the  Association  a summary  of  its  pr< 
ceedings,  together  with  such  other  matters  as  may  be  like 
to  promote  the  objects  of  the  Association.  It  may  also  a] 
point  an  Agent  or  Agents  to  transact,  under  its  supervisio 
such  business  of  the  Association  as  it  may  designate,  and  m;

pay  compensation  for  such  services.  It  shall  have  power  to 
fill  any  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  the  Association  occurring 
between  the  annual  meetings,  and  may  create  special  commit- 
tees for  any  purposes  it  sees  fit. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

The  Association  shall  meet  annually  at  such  time  and  place  as  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  appoint,  or  at  the  call  of  the 
President. 

The  Officers  of  the  Association  and  additional  members  of  the 
Executive  Committee  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  members 
at  the  annual  meeting,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  others 
be  elected  in  their  stead. 

No  Officer  of  the  Association,  nor  any  member  of  the  Executive 
Committee  thereof,  shall  receive,  as  such,  any  salary  or  other 
compensation  from  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

Any  society  of  the  State  of  Connecticut,  having  the  same  objects 
in  view,  may  become  an  auxiliary  to  this  Association,  upon 
contributing  to  its  funds,  and  co-operating  with  it  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  approved  of  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

These  Articles  of  Association  may  be  amended  by  a two-thirds 
vote  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Association,  or  at  any 
meeting  called  specifically  for  that  purpose;  provided,  that  at 
such  meeting  there  be  present  and  voting  not  less  than  nine 
members. 


BY-LAWS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE 

I-  Regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  in 

June,  October,  December,  and  March  at  the  call  of  the  Chair- 
man or  on  the  requisition  of  any  three  members  of  the  Com- 
mittee, and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Chairman, 
or  on  the  requisition  of  any  three  members  of  the  Committee. 
The  call  for  a special  meeting  shall  state  the  business  to  be 
transacted  at  such  meeting. 

il.  A stated  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be  held  im- 
mediately after  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Association,  on  the 
same  day  if  possible,  when  the  Chairman  and  Standing  Com- 
mittees shall  be  elected  to  hold  office  for  the  ensuing  year. 
Amendments  to  these  by-laws  may  be  proposed  and  acted  on 
at  this  meeting. 

,11.  Five  members  shall  constitute  a quorum  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

iV.  The  order  of  business  at  every  regular  meeting  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows : 
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X.  Reading  and  approval  of  minutes  of  preceding  meet- 
ing. 

2.  Report  of  the  Treasurer. 

3.  Report  of  the  Secretary. 

4.  Reports  from  Standing  Committees. 

5.  Reports  from  Special  Committees. 

6.  Reports  from  the  Agents. 

7.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

At  a special  meeting  no  other  business  shall  be  transacted  than 

that  named  in  the  call  for  the  meeting. 

V.  The  Chairman  shall  appoint  all  Special  Committees. 

VI.  There  shall  be  the  following  Standing  Committees,  the  members 

of  which  shall  be  elected,  annually,  by  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee from  the  membership  of  the  Association,  at  the  stated 

meeting  provided  for  in  Article  II : 

A Committee  on  Finance. 

A Committee  on  Crime  and  Laws. 

A Committee  on  Visitation  and  Discharges. 

A Committee  on  Probation. 

VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Finance  : 

1.  To  devise  ways  and  means  for  obtaining  the  funds  re- 
quired for  the  work  of  the  Association,  and  if  deemed  expedi- 
ent, to  employ  an  Agent  or  Agents  to  collect  the  same  under  its 
direction. 

2.  To  audit  all  bills  against  the  Association  prior  to  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

3.  To  audit  the  Treasurer’s  accounts  annually. 

4.  To  control  the  funds  of  the  Association. 

VIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Crime  and  Laws: 

1.  To  investigate  the  causes  of  crime  and  report  measures  for 
its  prevention  and  repression. 

2.  To  investigate  methods  and  means  of  promoting  reforma- 
tory and  probationary  systems  in  prisons,  jails  and  workhouseo, 
and  to  report  measures  effecting  the  same. 

To  suggest  needed  modifications  in  the  laws  relating  to 
prisons  and  places  of  detention,  and  to  aid  in  procuring  their 
enactment. 

IX.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Visitation  and  Discharges 

j To  visit  prisoners,  and  to  aid  them  in  self-reformation  in 
all  suitable  ways. 

2.  To  report  measures  for  promoting  such  work. 

3.  To  communicate  with  Prison  Agents  concerning  the  char- 
acter and  trade  of  prisoners  about  to  be  discharged,  and  to  aid 
the  latter  in  obtaining  the  means  of  self-support. 

4.  To  assist  recently  discharged  prisoners  in  procuring  decent 
clothing  and  suitable  boarding  places. 
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X.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Probation  to  advise 

with  and  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  in  the  work 
relating  to  the  probation  service  supervision,  preparation  of 
blank  forms  for  reports  of  probation  officers,  making  up 
annual  report  to  the  Governor  concerning  probation,  and  in 
general  to  direct  the  Secretary  in  the  proper  carrying  out  of 
the  duty  imposed  on  the  Association  by  the  statute  law  con- 
cerning probation.  The  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of 
its  Chairman  or  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chairman  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 

t e xecutive  Committee,  and  in  his  absence  a chairman  pro 
tem  shall  be  elected.  He  shall  be  e*  othcio  a member  of  all 
Committees,  and  shall  exercise  a general  supervision  of  the 
affairs  of  the  Association. 

XII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  keep  accurate  minutes  of 

all  proceedings  of  the  Association  and  of  the  Executive  Corn- 

mrltlue'  j HC  ShaH  alS°  k<?ep  a reCOrd  of  a!1  memberships,  and 
ot  the  dues  accruing  thereon,  and  shall  notify  members  of  all 
arrears  of  dues. 

XIII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  receive  and  keep  safely 

all  moneys  belonging  to  the  Association,  to  pay  over  the  same 
as  directed  by  the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  to  report  all 
transactions  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Committee  and  of 
the  Association. 

XIV.  A person  or  persons,  to  be  designated  as  the  Agents  of  the  As- 

sociation, may  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  may  receive  a salary 
and  shall  act  as  assistants  to  the  officers  of  the  Association, 
and  perform  such  duties  as  they  may  designate.  Such  Agents 
may  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee,  but  only 
by  invitation  of  the  Committee. 

XV.  It  shall  be  the  special  duty  of  one  of  such  Agents  to  keep  a 

record  or  all  prisoners  discharged  from  the  State  Prison  at 
Wethersfield,  and  to  assist  the  Committee  on  Visitation  and 
Discharges  in  helping  such  prisoners  to  obtain  clothing,  lodg- 
ing and  employment.  He  may  also  assist  the  Committee  on 
rinance  in  the  procurement  of  subscriptions. 

XVI.  These  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a majority  vote  of  the  mem- 

bers of  the  Executive  Committee  present  at  the  stated  meeting, 
provided  for  in  Article  II,  and  may  be  amended  at  any  regular 
meeting  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  not  less  than  a majority  of 
the  Executive  Committee.

To  His  Excellency,  Frank  B.  Weeks, 

Governor  of  the  State  of  Connecticut : 

Sir  : — In  accordance  with  the  statutes,  we  have  the  honor  to 
submit  to  you  the  report  on  the  operation  of  the  probation  law  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1910.  _ 

The  probation  idea  has  gained  steadily  in  the  State.  I he 
courts  have  realized  the  value  of  a branch  which  investigates  not 
the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the  accused  with  reference  to.  the  par- 
ticular offense,  but  the  general  circumstances  of  his  life  which 
should  determine  the  best  form  of  treatment  to  accomplish  the 

ends  of  justice.  . 

The  largest  three  cities  of  the  State  have  both  men  and 
women  probation  officers.  There  is  need  of  women  officers  in 
several  other  places. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  a method  may  be  found  for  extending 
the  service  satisfactorily  to  those  places  which  have  no  city, 
borough  or  town  court.  This  means  128  towns  out  of  the  168  in 

the  State.  . 

A justice  of  the  peace  may  now  appoint  a probation  omcer 
pro  tern.  But  at  the  moment  as  suggested  by  the  course  of  trial 
it  is  very  often  impossible  to  choose  a suitable  person  for  the  posi- 
tion. Moreover,  the  person  thus  chosen  lacks  the  dignity  which 
an  officer  of  the  court  should  have,  and  may  want ‘the  respect  of 
the  person  put  in  his  charge,  which  is  so  necessary  for  success  in 
this  work.  It  is  suggested  that  the  Superior  Court  for  each 
county  appoint  an  officer  who  shall  act  in  that  court,  and  between 
sessions  of  that  court  shall  act  in  the  justice  courts  of  that  county. 

We  trust  that  the  report  herewith  submitted  will  meet  the 
approval  of  your  Excellency.

THE  PROBATION  LAW  OF  CONNECTICUT 


The  probation  law  of  Connecticut  was  first  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  1903,  and  became  operative  August  1st 
o that  year.  It  was  specifically  known  as  Chapter  126  of  the 
Tublic  Acts  of  1903.  This  act  was  amended  by  the  General 
Assembly  of  1905,  and  was  known  as  Chapter  142  of  the  Public 
Acts  of  1905.  The  General  Assembly  of  1907  enacted  two  amend- 
ments known  as  Chapters  i,  and  172,  of  the  Public  Acts  of  1907 
The  Act  was  amended  by  Chapter  161,  Public  Acts  of  1909.  The 
result  is  the  following  probation  law,  now  in  force,  and  is  pub- 
lished for  the  information  of  probation  officers  and  others  inter- 
ested.
